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ABSTRACT 


Eucharist as a Celebration: A New Model 
for the Korean Methodist Church

The problem addressed in this study is two-fold: (1) the liturgy of the 
Lord’s Supper—in its form and content—focuses on Jesus’ suffering on the cross, 
not on the celebration of Easter as a feast; and (2) for this reason the liturgy is not 
able to employ the significance of the primitive Christian tradition in and through 
which the Eucharist has been performed. Because the Christian worship service 
is originally the celebration of the resurrection of Christ, it is natural that the 
Eucharist has an element of resurrection. 

The Eucharist is not an act of remembrance for Jesus who died on the 
cross, but the joyful fellowship with the Lord who arose from the dead. Worship 
in the New Testament is dedicated to God in light of the resurrection, and 
Eucharist in the early church must have been filled with thanksgiving and praising 
in hope and glory. 

However, the Korean Methodist Service Book lacks such elements of 
celebration as resurrection and exaltation, descent of the Holy Spirit, and hope for 
the heavenly feast with the Lord. In addition, there is no mention of doxology, 
thanksgiving, unity and fellowship. On the contrary, the focus of the Eucharist 
falls mainly on repentance of the participants. The liturgy of the Lord’s Supper 


needs to be revised to enhance the element of a feast at Easter. 



This study begins with an examination of the nature and significance of 
the Lord’s Supper in the early church. Biblical, historical, and theological 
perspectives are discussed. The study then reconstructs a liturgy of the Eucharist 
in the context of the Korean Methodist churches. A key consideration of the new 
liturgy is the celebration of the Supper in the setting of the full act of worship, of 
which the Eucharist is the climax. 

Finally, the new liturgical form suggested is not unmovable. The 
eucharistic liturgy for the Korean church is designed to be repeatedly renewed 
until the distinctive features of the Lord’s Supper are fully restored. Easter joy is 
not merely retrospective. It should be constantly renewed in the liturgy.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Problem 


The main problem to be dealt in this study is twofold; 1) that the liturgy of the Lord’s 
Supper in its form and content focuses on Jesus’ suffering on the cross, not on the 
celebration of Easter as a feast, 2) and that for this reason the liturgy is not able to employ 
the significance of the primitive Christian tradition in and through which Eucharist has 
been performed. 

Importance of the Issue 

Because the Christian worship service is originally the celebration of the resurrection of 
Christ, it is natural that the Eucharist has an element of resurrection. Easter is the feast of 
freedom in which the resurrected Christ sits at table with his disciples. Easter epiphanies 
and celebrations of the Lord’s Supper probably belonged together originally. The 
Eucharist is not an act of remembrance for Jesus died on the cross at all, but the joyful 
fellowship with the Lord who rose again from the dead in glory. According to the New 
Testament, with Easter, and thus actually in every worship service, there begins the 
laughter of the redeemed, the dance of the liberated, and the creative play of fantasy. The 
worship in the New Testament is dedicated to God in light of the resurrection, not in the 
shadow of Jesus’ death on the cross. Likewise, in the early church the Eucharist must 
have been filled with thanksgiving and praising in hope and glory. 



Like other Christian worship services, the historical basis for the Eucharist lies in 
the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ. The people who believed in Jesus’ 
resurrection, were baptized in his name, and became the member of the Christian 
community might have gathered together to offer worship in which the Eucharistic meal 
was dominated. 

However, in particular the Korean Methodist Service Book lacks such elements of 
celebration as resurrection and exaltation, descent of the Holy Spirit, and hope for the 
heavenly feast with the Lord. In addition, there is no mention of doxology, thanksgiving, 
unity and fellowship, and word of mission for the world. On the contrary, the focus in 
the Eucharist falls mainly on repentance of the participants as if the Eucharist is intended 
for repentance and forgiveness mainly. The liturgy of the Lord’s supper in Korea 
therefore needs to be revised in direction to enhance the element of feast of Easter, since 
Christian worship in essence was and is the feast of Christ’s resurrection from the dead. 

Overview of the Former Studies 


Eucharistic theology has been discussed especially in three kinds of movements: 
liturgical, biblical, and ecumenical. Liturgical movement, which aims to restore the 
Eucharist to the center of parish life as a congregational concern in action and discussion, 
has helped to bring at least some aspects of within range of the ordinary worshipper. 
Also, biblical theology has extended the scope and liveliness of eucharistic theology by 
exploring its biblical context in both Old and New Testaments. In the New Testament 
studies the actions and words of the Last Supper have been subjected to detailed scrutiny 
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and considerable discussion devoted to their sacrificial character, Passover, associations, 
and eschatological significance. The theological insights, contributed and shared by 
churches of different theological traditions, provide categories of communication which 
make ecumenical interchange of ideas possible and fruitful. Here the Ecumenical 
Movement is at work, urging this exchange of ideas, especially when it finds its way 
forward blocked at the very point where Christian unity should be expressed and realized 
in the Eucharist. 

In undertaking the study of what the New Testament says about the Last Supper 
we will see something of its significance for the early church. Then we are going to look 
at the evidence for its continuing significance in the celebration of the Lord’s Supper. 

The Role of This Study 

The main purpose of this study is to examine the nature and significance of the Last 
Supper and the Lord’s Supper in the early church, by looking at the New Testament 
materials and ecclesiastical traditions. On the basis of the survey, I will attempt to 
reconstruct the liturgy of Eucharist fit into the context of the Korean Methodist Churches, 
with consideration that the Christian worship service, including the Eucharist, is the feast 
of the resurrection of Christ. I am certain that the feast widens the traditionally fixed 
elements of the celebration in order to allow for spontaneous and creative contributions. 
At the same time, we will have to broaden its celebrations with spontaneous festivity. 


II. EUCHARIST IN NEW TESTAMENT

In this chapter how particular texts in the New Testament tells will be discussed. The 
earliest form of Eucharist can only be provided by the Gospels and the Pauline Epistles. 

A detailed investigation would reveal how much of the language of the New Testament 
contains reminiscences of the sayings at the Lord’s Supper. 

The Lord’s Supper in Mark 

Right from the beginning of his Gospel, Mark includes stories which show that the 
message of Jesus roused opposition especially from the religious people of his day. 

‘Why does he eat with tax collectors and sinners?’ (Mk 2:16) was their indignant 
question. They rejected the possibility that he was God’s Agent. In this context, Jesus 
spoke of the necessity of serving others; true greatness lies in willingness to serve. This 
was the attitude that characterized his own life. This attitude is expressed in the saying 
that “the Son of Man also came not to be served but to serve, and to give his life as a 
ransom for many” (Mk 10:45). Here in the saying we find that the death of Jesus, which 
might be interpreted merely as the crowning example of his life of self-sacrifice and self- 
giving love for others, or as the culmination of a campaign of opposition to him, is in fact 
regarded as somehow conveying a blessing to mankind. The passage clearly prepares the 
way for the sayings of Jesus at the Last Supper. In this sense, the Last Supper is not a 
foreign body within Mark but fits naturally into a sequence of presentation of the ministry 
of Jesus which emphasizes both the fact of opposition to Jesus leading to his martyrdom 
and the fact that Jesus foresaw his death and understood it creatively as a means of 
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ransoming mankind through substitutionary sacrifice. The atmosphere of opposition and 
evil plotting surrounds the Last Supper and is expressed most poignantly in the prophecy 
of the betrayal of Jesus by one of the Twelve. The recognition by Jesus that his way must 
lead to a death with a redemptive function comes to fullness of expression at the Supper. 

During the ministry of Jesus the hoped-for future blessings of God’s rule could be 
experienced as present realities, even if they were experienced partially in a world which 
was still part of the old age. Among these blessings must be numbered the way in which 
Jesus welcomed and forgave those who were regarded as outcasts from the religious 
society of his day and were branded as tax collectors and sinners. One particular form in 
which this welcome was expressed was in the table fellowship which Jesus extended to 
such people. This fellowship was both a sign of forgiveness and acceptance and also an 
anticipation of the heavenly meal when all God’s people are gathered round his table. 
Mark attaches considerable significance to the meals celebrated by Jesus, and we are 
right to claim that they were not just occasions for satisfying hunger or for human 
friendship and festivity but were fraught with theological significance. In the last 
analysis to eat with Jesus was to share in fellowship with the Messiah as God’s Agent 
who brings his blessings to men and thus to anticipate the heavenly feast at the table of 
God. 

The Lord’s Supper in Matthew 

Matthew’s account of the ministry of Jesus is not essentially different from that of Mark. 
Matthew’s narrative of the Last Supper can quickly be disposed of, as it is merely an 
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expanded and more liturgical form of Mark’s account. Thus we may note the addition of 
“eat’ after “take”; the parallel command to drink instead of Mark’s statement that the 
disciples all drank of the cup; the reason for the command to drink; “the blood is shed for 
the remission of sins.” The most significant alteration, however, is that in saying about 
drinking wine in the kingdom Matthew adds the words “with you,” so that Jesus 
associates the disciples with him in partaking of the heavenly banquet. It is again clear 
that the change introduced by Matthew brings out more explicitly the thought of future 
table fellowship between Jesus and the disciples as they share together in the heavenly 
feast. 

The Lord’s Supper in Luke 

Like Mark, Luke preserves the teaching by Jesus in which he prophesied the suffering, 
death and resurrection of the Son of Man, and in this manner he prepares the way for the 
inevitable denouement of the story of the ministry of Jesus. In Luke, one may find an 
emphasis on the salvation brought by Jesus and an especial stress on the table fellowship 
of Jesus with sinners. Luke in fact is interested in meal-scenes, and his Gospel contains a 
marked extension of the Supper scene. Luke has brought together material that originally 
belonged to the Supper scene, possibly with other appropriate material, and thus given us 
an extended account of what took place at the Supper. The result of this procedure is that 
the account of the institution of the Lord’s Supper becomes part of a larger scene in 
which the sayings of Jesus are of decisive importance. What Jesus said, as well as what 
he did, at the Last Supper is significant. 
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In Luke, the sayings about service are emphasized, too. The sayings should also 
be seen as an encouragement to the disciples gathered for the Lord’s Supper to serve the 
needy by their gifts. Jesus promises the disciples the reward of eating and drinking with 
him at his table in the kingdom and also of sitting on thrones as rulers of the tribes of 
Israel. What is promised is a share in the heavenly banquet, a thought which fits in with 
and develops the thought of eating and drinking in the coming kingdom in the core of the 
Supper narrative. In short, the service of the Lord is the eucharistic sacrifice for all, and 
the activity and his saying based upon the death for redemption have meaning more than 
a distribution of the foods. 

The Lord’s Supper in the Johannine Gosnel 

If, according to John, the first appearance of the risen Christ took place during meals, we 
must take into consideration the fact that the first eucharistic feasts of the community 
look back to the Easter meals, in which the Messianic Meal promised by Jesus at the Last 
Supper was already partly anticipated. The element of rejoicing the eucharistic meals is 
thus to be explained from the connection of this celebration with the thought of the 
resurrection on the one hand, and on the other hand from the connection with the thought 
of the Messianic meal. The eucharistic meal of the community, which is gathered in 
Jesus’ name and at which consequently he is now effectively present in the Spirit 
occupies its appointed place between Christ’s resurrection meal and the expected 
eschatological meal. The emphasis laid on the presence of the risen Christ at these early 
meals is in keeping with the fact established above that the first Christians chose the day 
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of Christ’s resurrection as the day for the service of worship, and conforms also with the 
whole central meaning of the confession Maranatha. 

The Lord’s Supper in the Pauline Letters 

In the First Letter to the Corinthians, Paul mentions the Lord’s Supper no less than twice: 
10:14-22; 11:17-34. In this epistle of Paul’s there are several theological significance and 
the pastoral concerns to be dealt with careful attention. First one is that the Last Supper 
of the Christ is certainly the original source of the community feast, in so far as it was in 
remembrance of that Last Supper that the disciples came together after the resurrection to 
eat the mal at which the risen Christ appeared to them. The Lordship of Jesus is clearly 
brought up. Second, the community meals are closely related to the Agape Meal or Love 
Feast rather than the Last Supper in which the death of Jesus Christ is remembered. 

Third, the main purpose of the Eucharist is to proclaim the death of Jesus Christ (I Cor 
11:26). To announce the Lord’s death is therefore not only to proclaim the salvation that 
springs from his love for us; it is also to assert that the living Christ is today dying in us 
the seeds of division that constantly threaten his community. In this sense the Lord’s 
Supper became one of the best means for preaching the gospel. At the same time, those 
who participate in the Eucharist are to proclaim the death of Jesus. Fourth, in Paul’s 
teaching the eschatological heavenly meal is referred to. To celebrate the Eucharist is to 
proclaim together “until He comes.” In other words, the Lord’s Supper will find its 
fulfillment and its termination at the parousia, when the Lord will provide the heavenly 
banquet in the company of God self. The Eucharist has value only by reference to future 
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realities. In the sacrament which the assembled community celebrates the presence of the 
Lord Jesus is continually manifested despite his absence, while the faith of the ecclesial 
community is continually proclaimed and its life continually renewed. 

In summary, followings are the various aspects of the meaning of the Lord’s Supper 
found in the New Testament. First, the Eucharist pronounces the fulfillment of new 
covenant made through Jesus’ resurrection. Second, the Eucharist was performed in the 
mood of thanksgiving, associated with the feast of Passover. Third, in the primitive 
church not only the passion of Jesus Christ was remembered, but also the ultimate 
triumph in Jesus’ resurrection was celebrated. Fourth, in the Eucharist the believers 
supposed to participate in the heavenly banquet, beyond the realm of the death in this 
world. In a word, the Eucharist in the New Testament is like a feast to celebrate the 
present victory in Jesus’ resurrection and the heavenly banquet in the eschatological 
sense. 


III. HISTORICAL APPROACH 


The New Testament was committed to writing before Christian worship had fully 
developed, but it does not leave us without some clear witness. There have been a 
number of the written records about the liturgical practices. In this chapter, I will attempt 
to explore the characteristics of the eucharist so that the position of each element may be 
explained in order to reconstruct the Eucharistic liturgy in a flesh insight. 
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The Apostolic Age 


Christian worship was dependent on the worship of the Temple and the Synagogue. 
However, the Christian worship was not a precise copy of the Jewish worship. There was 
a new emphasis and content to accord with the new revelation and to express the new 
spirit. If correct, the sacraments might be related to the temple sacrifice and the ministry 
of the Words in which the reading and exposition of the Scriptures in a setting of praise 
and prayer has been one of the essential elements in Christian worship would be a direct 
inheritance from the Jewish Synagogue. According to the New Testament, Jesus 
provides the new meaning of the breaking of the loaf, by fulfilling the Temple sacrifice 
through his death and resurrection. The typical worship of the Church is to be found in 
the union of the worship of the Synagogue and the sacramental experience of the Upper 
Room; and that union dates from New Testament. 

As known, the gospel ordinance belongs to the church age which will run its 
course until the inbreaking of the final kingdom. Then the joy of a more direct 
fellowship with the living Lord will be known, and this is described under the figure of a 
banquet. The table bids the church look to that day when the kingdom will be fully 
consummated and our invocation of Marana tha as a prayer for the end and the 
establishment of the kingdom came naturally to find a place in the communion services 
of the early church. However, the most significant feature of the Eucharist in the New 
Testament is that past, present, and future are gathered up in one sacred and joyful 
festival of the Lord’s table in the apostolic practice and teaching. Indeed, in this 
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Sacrament the whole of what our religion means is expressed, for one Lord Jesus Christ, 
incarnate, atoning and triumphant, is the sum and substance of it all. 

The Sub-Apostolic Age 

No liturgical texts belonging to this period have come down to us. Though our sources of 
information are not sufficient, they indicate the general trend of development and show 
that the rites of the church were fundamentally similar. There are some witnesses to the 
development of Christian worship in the second century, such as Ignatius, Pliny the 
Younger, Justin Martyr, and the Didache. 

The most important evidence comes from the writings of Clement of Alexandria, 
Tertullian, Origin, and from the catechetical lectures of Cyril of Jerusalem delivered there 
in 347. Christians at this time under suspicion and subject to sporadic persecution; 
accordingly, they kept their mysteries secret, revealing them only to the initiate. Through 
the witnesses above, we see how the liturgy has grown. Although fixed forms do not yet 
appear, both in structure and in content there is a notable similarity throughout 
Christiandom. In other words, the worship was still in a fluid state, but the typical 
structure of the liturgy as celebrated in the late third or early fourth in a metropolitan 
church began to exist. From the development of the Eucharistic liturgy, one may 
conclude that the eucharist in form and content is vary according to their language and 
situation in which the individual churches located. The developments according to their 
own language and location resulted in the distinction of the liturgical forms between in 
the East and the West.

Liturgy in the East 


In the East piety came to invest every action with a mystical significance. These actions 
often had their origin in practical necessity, but gradually a highly imaginative devotional 
meaning was attached to them. The symbolism of the East provided a means of contact 
with the living Lord which for many was more real and went deeper than an mere words 
could have done, serving to open up vast reaches of devotion and rapture. Such worship 
was more emotional than intellectual, and where the sermon was allowed to fade into 
insignificance, the emotional element over-predominated. In spite of the sense of the 
mysterious which pervaded Eastern worship, there was seldom any reluctance to translate 
the liturgy into the language of the community using it. At the same time, in spite of the 
element of symbolism, the fact the resurrection and the ascension of the Lord are 
emphasized shows the excellence of the element of the celebrity of the Eucharist. 

One thing significant is that the liturgy in the Eastern church was strongly influenced by 
Hippolytus’ the Apostolic Tradition and that original form and content remain without 
significant change until the present day. This means that such a conservative attitude for 
the liturgical tradition can contribute to reestablish the eucharistic liturgy in the early age 
of Christianity. 

Liturgy in the West 
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The Western liturgies, like those of the East, developed from the fluid rite of the 
primitive church, and the groundwork is the same. The norm of Christian worship is both 
Word and sacrament that proclaim the death and resurrection of Jesus Christ for the 
salvation of the world. Around these two foci are gathered the prayers of the church and 
words of acclamation and praise. In these actions of the church, the church as the people 
of God is actualized and the kingdom is anticipated. Gradually, however, beginning with 
the Constantinian era, worship changed by the increasing addition of ceremony and the 
subtle influence of the mystery religions that were being replaced by Christianity in the 
Roman Empire. These new emphases became more extreme in the medieval period. 
Although the basic structure and content of worship remained continuous with the past, 
the meaning of worship for both the clergy and the laity underwent some major changes. 
Worship became a mystery in which God was made present. This was accomplished 
through an allegorical view of the Mass and the doctrine of the bodily presence of Jesus 
in the bread and wine. In this way the Mass assumed the character of a sacrifice and was 
celebrated for the benefit of both the living and the dead. 

Liturgical Forms in the Churches of the Reformation 

The Lutheran services of the early 16 th century inaugurated a new era in Christian 
worship. They were the first complete vernacular expressions of the historic liturgy 
simplified and purified for congregations. The true sacrament of Lutheranism is enacted 
both upon the altar, and in the heart. For Luther, it is creative faith and not liturgical 
observance that justifies the Christian. Because Luther carried always the enormous 
sense of his own helplessness before God, the worship he established is passionate with 
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the longing for salvation. The ceremonial of the Lutheran church is created to bring 
needy man through faith to life eternal. He can present no gift nor oblation to merit 
God’s mercy, but he can offer his own childlike trust in God’s redeeming grace as an 
acceptable sacrifice upon the altar. This faith of is the most effective offering in the eyes 
of God and by it he stands forth justified and whole. 

Urich Zwingli did not regard the Lord’s Supper in itself as a means of grace, or 
as the norm of Christian worship. Therefore, he did not favor frequent communion. Two 
significant features emerged; first one is the origin of sitting communion; second, he 
confines it to four times a year. However, his most tragic influence was the beginning of 
the separation of the Lord’s Supper from the Lord’s Day, making it not longer the norm 
of Sunday worship, but a memorial feast infrequently celebrated. 

In Strasbourg, Bucer became the superintendent in 1530, Lutheran influence was 
dominant, though from the beginning the Reformers there acted independently of him. of 
all the changes, the most important and far reaching was the saying of the rite audibly. 
Although the traditional ceremonial remained, the people were no longer dependent upon 
it for following the service. That relegated the ceremonial to a subordinate place, and 
what before had been of primary importance now became a mere enrichment of the rite. 

In reformation of the liturgy, Calvin’s aim was to restore the eucharist in its 
primitive simplicity and true proportions as the central weekly service, and within this 
service, to give the Holy Scriptures their authoritative place. The Lord’s Supper, in all its 
completeness, was the norm he wished to establish. To Calvin the means of grace is 
twofold, consisting of both the Word and the Sacraments. The ministry was a ministry of 
the Word and the Sacraments. 
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Thomas Cranmer, a scholar of liturgy, published the Book of Common Prayer 
for the Anglican church which combined the eucharistic mass of Catholic Church and the 
worship of Word in Protestant. It provided that communion should be given in both 
kinds, that the people should be informed in advance when mass was to be celebrated, 
and that they should also be instructed how to prepare for communion. According to 
Order for Communion, an exhortation, a fencing of the table, invitation, general 
confession of sins and absolution, comfortable words, and a prayer of humble access 
were to be inserted in the mass. 

The Crenmer’s work, the Book of Common Prayer, has been retained in the 
Methodist rather than the rite in the Anglican church, because John Wesley adapted it in 
liturgical movement. The most significant fe.ature in Wesley is that the balance between 
the liturgy of the Word and the liturgy of the Sacrament are emphasized and that Wesley 
practices that kind of worship in his life. Wesley regarded the proclamation of the 
message very important in the worship, in accordance with the spirit of the reformers. 
Nevertheless, he did not neglect to perform the Eucharist; rather, he taught in his sermon 
that receiving the Lord’s Supper is a duty for the Christian first because this is the 
commandment of the Lord and because by doing so, the participants can get spiritual 
power and God’s grace. 

Finally, the Lima Text opens new era for the ecumenical movement, including 
the eucharistic liturgy. The Lima text in its entirety is based on the Word of God as 
contained in Scripture and as understood in the communion of the Church of all ages and 
all places. According to the ecumenical text, tradition is the life of the Gospel and the 
spirit in the church. The living tradition of the church cannot be opposed to Scripture.

Without this tradition, Scripture could never have reached us or would remain 
incomprehensible to us. On the other hand, without Scripture, the tradition would have 
neither norm nor limit: without the necessary control of a written Word, everything 
would be possible in the speech and life of the Church. Concerning the eucharist, it may 
be said that the eucharist is a sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving. The eucharist is not 
only a sacrament relating to the liberation of humanity accomplished by Christ on the 
cross, but also a sacrifice of praise in thanksgiving for the work of creation. It is very 
important to see reconciled in the eucharist the order of creation and that of redemption. 

In summary, there would be criticism both in positive and negative points. The 
followings are the positive remarks on the development of the Eucharist in the church 
history. First of all, the eucharist in the early church centers on Jesus’ actions—“take,” 
“bless,” “break loaf,” “give,” and “say.” This enables us to reject the traditional view 
that the ministry of eucharist should be after the liturgy of the Word. The reformers such 
as Luther, Zwingli, Bucer, and Calvin are following this tradition. That the liturgy of 
eucharist precedes to that of the word provides a significant background to celebrate the 
eucharist as a feast. Second, the eucharist preserved in the New Testament is performed 
in light of Jesus’ resurrection. The Didache and Justin’s Apology tell that the eucharist 
was filled with thanksgiving in setting of praise and glory. However, the Lord’s Supper 
in form and content has been changed and newly applied to the new environment 
according to the region and tongues to which the Christian community belongs. Best 
example can be found in Cranmer’s doctrine in which the Old Roman Canon was 
regarded unimportant and the liturgy of the eucharist was inserted into the middle of the 
Mass. 
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Followings are the negative points. First, it is the life-setting, not the theological 
reason that cause to change the eucharistic system both in form and content. Second 
point is that the eucharist has been regarded as a remembrance of Jesus’ suffering. For 
example, in the prayer for the eucharist the main focus falls on memorial of the passion, 
and thanksgiving prayer is vary according to Christian Year. For this reason, the 
corporate act of worship is diminished and the harmony between the liturgies of the Word 
and of the Eucharist disappeared, after all. Third one is the problem caused in the 
Reformed-Church: the importance of the eucharist can not be found in their worship. 
Instead, Christian worship became a sermon-centered worship. Zwingli began to 
separate the Lord’s Supper from the Lord’s Day. Fourth problem is about the attitude of 
the Protestant church. Even though recent years have seen extraordinary development in 
understanding of the eucharist, especially in the direction of a more carefully balanced 
approach, the liturgy of the Word is too much emphasized. What I would like to talk 
about is that one of the mission of our church is to proclaim the good new in a proper 
way and to perform the eucharist in the way the Lord intended and the early church had 
done. 


IV. THEOLOGICAL SIGNIFICANCE 


The result I have studied shows that the eucharist definitely was a feast in origin 
celebrated the triumph of Jesus’ resurrection. Based upon the understanding we have 



seen, I will try to observe theological significance concerning the elements of the 
Eucharist. 

First, the Lord’s Supper is a feast, celebrating the saving of act of the Lord. The 
fact that it is on Sunday, not on the Sabbath or Thursday that the Eucharist was offered is 
significant for the Christian. The Lord’s Supper is the sign of the actualizing 
remembrance of the liberating suffering of Christ. At the same time, in the Lord’s 
Supper Christ’s redeeming future is anticipated and this hope celebrated in remembrance 
of his passion. In this meal his past and his future are simultaneously made present. The 
Lord’s Supper is the supreme means of grace. Here God gives Godself to human. In this 
event we accept that which God gives, become that which God makes of us, and render it 
up to God. For this reason the Lord’s Supper is the central act of Christian worship. The 
Lord’s Supper must not be understood solely in the light of the passion, but in the light of 
Easter as well. It mediates communion with the crucified one in the presence of the risen 
one. On the basis of Christ’s giving himself up to death, it is itself the eschatological 
banquet of life. In the Lord’s Supper the coming kingdom is present in the form of the 
body given for us and the blood shed for us. As the joyful feast of the Christ given for us 
and raised before us, the Lord’s Super gives a foretaste of the coming kingdom, because 
the coming kingdom has become history in Christ’s crucifixion and resurrection. 

Because Christ’s cross and resurrection stand in the sign of the eschatological eucharist, 
the Christian eucharist stands in the sign of cross and resurrection. 

Second, the eucharist is a sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving, as the Lima Text 
defines. The eucharist is not only a sacrament relating to the liberation of humanity 
accomplished by Christ on the cross, but also a sacrifice of praise in thanksgiving for the 
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work of creation. A gift of God in the Spirit, the eucharist is also praise and thanksgiving 
to God. This is the derivation of its name, eucharist. We know from Ignatius, Justin, and 
the Didache that this is an ancient name. A study of the works of Phil shows the 
connection between this term and the sacrificial traditions of the First Testament. 

Third, the eucharist is the celebration of an eschatological feast. In the words of 
the Last Supper, Jesus states his presence by identifying bread and wine with his body 
and blood. Paul identifies eating and drinking with sharing in the body and blood of 
Christ. The eschatological dimension is explicit in the Last Supper accounts, all of which 
speak of what Jesus is doing as finding “fulfillment in the kingdom of God” (Lk 22:16) or 
“until he comes” (I Cor 11:26). Likewise, the context of the Passover anticipates the 
messianic banquet when all things will be accomplished through the coming of the 
Messiah. In the New Testament accounts of the eucharist, anticipation seems to be as 
strong a theme as commemoration. 

Fourth, the eucharist provides us the power to live sacramental lives. Christians 
have been tempted in every age to regard the eucharist as entirely internal within the 
individual life, as if their influence reached no farther than the church door. It may be 
said that Eucharist is lifelong requisites for every Christian. Our entire life as Christians is 
a receiving of what God gives through word and eucharist. It is on this basis that 
Christians have a contribution to make for justice in the world. Christians can give of 
themselves because they experience God’s self giving. The new United Methodist 
communion rite states this in the post-communion prayer: 

You have given yourself to us, Lord. 

Now we give ourselves for others. 

Your love has made us a new people: 
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As a people of love we will serve you with joy.... 


The eucharist is a source of God’s self giving experienced in a variety of ways. Just as 
we are about to forget the need to give ourselves for others, the eucharist comes around to 
remind us that God has given Godself for us. 

Fifth, the eucharist can be understood in view of the whole drama of redemption. 
The eucharist is a summing up of the whole of worship in one action, that of eating bread 
and drinking wine together, and that action is a means of remembering both Jesus’ work 
and his nature. It is corporate, an act of communion with the fellow guests at a meal, and 
a covenant made as one of a corporate body. That communion is not only with the 
congregation present, but with the whole people of God, and it is not only with those who 
eat on earth, but with those who banquet in heaven. It is full of rich associations, and 
brings with it memories, not only of the presence and action of Christ and the fellowship 
of the first disciples in an upper room, but of the whole history of the Christian church, in 
all ages and countries, of all races and tongues, both in days of peace, and in days when 
people hid for fear and gathered to worship by stealth. 

Finally, the eucharist is the kerygma of action and the visible words. The Lord’s 
Supper is basically action supplemented by words. It is important to remind: that the 
taking or preparing draws attention to the fact that a meal is to follow and altar-table, that 
we use our hands as well as our voices to express that we are giving thanks to God, that 
the breaking the bread is a clear sign of the unity of the one loaf broken for many, and 
that if there is an actual touch of hands as the bread is given into the hand of the recipient. 
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V. 


SUGGESTIONS TO CELEBRATE THE EUCHARIST AS A FEAST 


This study has dealt with the significance of the eucharist in terms of the biblical, 
historical, and theological perspectives. This is intended for revision of the Lord’s 
Supper in order to celebrate it as a feast in the Korean church. There are some points to 
note in establishing the liturgy with new consideration. First, the distinctive meaning of 
each and every element of the eucharistic liturgy should not be distorted. Second, the 
whole themes concerning the eucharist are balanced in form as a whole. Third, the new 
liturgy might be made in order for the church to use it regardless of the Chrisitan Year. 
The biggest problem in the previous service books used to emphasize the passion of the 
Lord even in Easter. Fourth, it may be hoped that as many as people participate in the 
worship. From the theological understanding, the Lord’s Supper is not the place to 
practise church discipline; it is the place where the liberating presence of the crucified 
Lord is celebrated. But in many churches the admission of one person to communion is 
practically linked with the excommunication of others, so that the Lord’s Supper is 
preceded by a test of the individual’s worthiness or unworthiness. Fifth, new liturgy 
consists of two main parts in harmony: the liturgy of the Upper Room and the liturgy of 
the Word. The former is not to be regarded as a separate act of worship, much less as an 
appendix to a preaching service. Word and sacrament together constitute an organic 
whole. For this reason there should be no break between the two. The celebration of the 
Supper must be considered therefore in the setting of the full act of worship of which it is 
the climax. In this worship the central figure is of course the Christ, and the liturgy itself 
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present the gospel what the Lord commanded us to proclaim. Finally, I would like to 
suggest that the Korean church have eucharistic worship at least once every month. 

A MODEL REVISED (Especially for the Korean Church) 

1. An Order of Worship in Thanksgiving for Lord’s Coming

2. An Order of Worship Celebrating Descent of the Lord

• Opening Hymn 

• Offertory 

• Scripture Reading (John 3:16) 

• Sanctus (Holy, Holy, Holy—) 

(On Christmas Day, choir, play, testimony, or poem may be inserted at this place in 
order to highlight the celebration) 

3. An Order of Worship in Remembrance of the Earthly Activities of the Lord 
(associated with Epiphany) 

(Background: Jesus’ second action in the Upper Room—“giving thanks”) 

• Institution 
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• Prayer of Consecration 

(On Epiphany, choir, play, testimony, or poem may be inserted at this place in order 
to highlight the celebration) 

4. An Order of Worship with Remembrance of Jesus’ Passion and Death (Lent) 
(Background: Jesus’ third action in the Upper Room—“breaking the bread”) 

• Breaking of the Bread 

• Anamnesis of Christ’s Redemptive Work 

• Prayer of Repentance 

(On the Passion Sunday, choir, play, testimony, or poem may be inserted at this place 
in order to highlight the celebration) 

5. An Order of Worship Celebrating Christ’s Resurrection and Ascension (Easter) 
(Background: Jesus’ fourth action in the Upper Room—“giving the bread and wine”) 

• Delivery, and People’s Communion 

• Announcement of Forgiveness 

• Thanksgiving Prayer, Praise 

(On Easter Sunday, choir, play, testimony, or poem may be inserted at this place in 
order to highlight the celebration) 

6. An Order of Worship Waiting for the Holy Spirit and the Gifts (Advent) 

• Prayer of Fullness of the Holy Spirit 
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(On Advent Season, choir, play, testimony, or poem may be inserted at this place in 
order to highlight the celebration) 

7. An Order of Worship Expecting for the Kingdom of God (Kingdomtide) 

• The Lord’s Prayer (sung by celebrants) 

• Peace and Reconciliation 

• Word of Mission 

• Final Hymn (Doxology) 

• Benediction 


VI. CONCLUSION 

As ritual, worship is a celebration. The administration of the Supper is the ministry of the 
whole congregation and every person who is called. The acknowledgment of a special 
ministry obscures Christ’s giving of himself for all and the fellowship of brothers and 
sisters into which all are to enter. Hierarchical legalism spoils the evangelical character 
of the Lord’s Supper just as much as dogmatic and moral legalism. The openness of the 
crucified Lord’s invitation to his supper and his fellowship reaches beyond the frontiers 
of Christianity; for it is addressed to all nations. Consequently we understand Christ’s 
invitation as being open, not merely to the churches but to the whole world. 

As mentioned earlier, too often out of Puritanism, Christians are concerned only 
with their salvation and purification from their sins; they have made of the Eucharist a 
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pious, sad remembrance of Christ’s passion, a means to cure us from sin. The fathers of 
the Church remind us that in the Eucharist there is also the presence of the whole of 
creation and of the world loved by God, and that in it we can offer the sacrifice of praise 
in thanksgiving for everything good and beautiful that God has made in the world and 
humanity. The church today needs to recall this cosmic, ecological, positive and 
optimistic view of the eucharist, and to celebrate it in a liturgy which expresses heavenly 
joy on earth and expectation of the banquet in the kingdom of God. 

Another point I would like to note is that the theological doctrine of the Lord’s 
Supper includes the understanding of it as a task in the service of the Lord and his 
universal liberation, and therefore as a task belonging to his true church. Just as the 
Lord’s Supper is a sign of fellowship and not of division, so the corresponding theology 
will have to present what is in common and not what divides. 

Finally, I acknowledge that the liturgical form I suggested is not unmovable. I 
really want the eucharistic liturgy in Korean churches to be renewed and renewed until 
the distinctive features of the Lord’s Supper is fully restored. The Easter joy is 
nevertheless not merely retrospective; the miracle of the incarnation, resurrection and 
glorification does not belong, as a mere historical event, to the past; on the contrary, it is 
constantly renewed in the liturgy. 
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
